MINTMASTER’S QUILL: An Editor’s Prerogative 
My Friends: 


It has been ten (10) years since May 1999, when I, along with a few others, officiated the last rites for the 
Napa Valley Coin Club (January 1961—Mary 1999). Those rites, at the last meeting on May 21, 1999, were proper, 
and even had laughs. We cleaned-out the two lockers, and found ‘stuff along forgotten or thought lost. A nice final 
meal----maybe like the final supper that a condemned Death Row inmate enjoys----was held. Brief cases, 
refreshment supplies, paper, albums, a nicely home made all metal drawing drum, and the like were distributed. We 
said some words. We shared some memories. We eat, and then we went home. That Was It. And, We Went Home. 


Oh, a few weeks later, I received some official notification from the State of California, and | packed and 
parceled archives and history off to the dust and darken basement shelves of the American Numismatic Association 
(ANA). A thin blue binder of that official notification with some copies was Dymo-labeled and placed on my shelf, 
among the rest of my archives. That Was It. And, the Napa Valley Coin Club was dead, and remains dead. 


As I wrote then, I again write now: ‘there are no cemeteries for dead coin clubs. There is no Memorial Day- 
---Decoration Day----for dead coin clubs. There are no funeral services or wakes nor sympathy cards for dead coin 
clubs. There, sadly, are no mourners for dead coin clubs.” And, | add, today, no one places flowers or pauses a 
thought at whatever the grave or memorial could be for the Napa Valley Coin Club. 


In the March 10, 2009 NUMISMATIC NEWS, my ‘Mintmaster’s Quill’, with some introduction and 
conclusion, from the September 1999 NCNA HEADS AND TALES was printed in that issue’s Viewpoint. It 
sparked some reactions that have reached me, and those thoughts, those rebuttals, are all true and correct. Just as the 
truth, the whole and nothing but truth, remains that the Napa Valley Coin Club is dead, still dead, and long dead. 


My argument then----‘a living is what you get of out life; yet, a life is what you gave’----remains. Ten 
years cannot change that conclusion. The primary factor, the main failure, and candid fact is that too many Napa 
Valley Coin Club members, from exulted officers and leaders to the least just paid dues member, refused to assist, 
even when the final calls came for help----like the ‘Titanic’ and the dots-and-dashes of a SOS, there were calls, even 
pleas for rescue----and they simply went home. 


If my argument cannot convince you, then I submit something written by Randy Guberman, whom | have 
and may never meet, who reacted and retorted with some thoughts in the April 2009 SILVER BUGLE of the 
International Association of Silver Art Collectors (IASAC). He made a plea for IASAC; yet, his theme is universal. I 
would like to share his closing passages: 


I cannot express how important it is for more of you to get and to stay involved. Share a story with us; bring a 
new member into the Club, so we may continue to grow. We cannot become a statistic. We cannot allow our Club to 
die. I like to use the expression, one of my favotites, ‘People Helping People’, ‘PHP’. So, let us keep our coin clubs alive. 
Show how much you care. Stay involved! Stay healthy! And, until next time, be happy! 


Randy’s key word is ‘Care’. If the Napa Valley Coin Club members, including myself, ‘cared’, there 
would still be on the Third Wednesday, most likely still at the American Legion Hall on Pearl Street, in Napa, 
California, a local coin club. Randy with all his simple wisdom has condensed the ultimate lesson of why the Napa 
Valley Coin Club died and why our world remains plague with tragedies. We forget, or we refuse, ‘to care’. 


Nothing can add to and nothing can distract from the power of ‘to care’. It says it all.

Fresno Numismatic Society As Your Editor has noted before FRESNO NUMISMATIST 
Editor Randy Clifton always begins the monthly newsletter with some interesting facts: “these days there 
seems to be a lot of interest in gold, be it coins or the raw metal. In contrast to it being a precious metal 


worth a pricey sum, it has several other unique characteristics that I discovered on ‘goldfacts.com’. For 
instance, it is very malleable; so that it can be hammered out flat so thin that sunlight can pass through it. 
So thin, that it would take 250,000 of these thin sheets stacked together to make a stack one inch thick. 
One ounce of gold can be hammered flat to make a sheet one hundred square feet. One ounce of gold can 
also be drawn into a wire .000005 of an inch thick to a length of sixty-two miles long! The tota] world’s 
production of gold, so far, would equal the size of a cube sixty-six (66) feet all four sides, with sixty 
percent (60%) of the gold mined since 1950!” Of course, Randy had an objective with these enticements 
for at the April 14, 2009 meeting, James Obler presented a program on ‘Southern Gold’, which 
“expanded our horizons on gold coins from the mints of New Orleans, Dahlonega, and Charlotte.”

Lastly, FCC was 
mighty proud that last December 8, 2009, NCNA President Harry W. Davis traveled to Fremont, 
California and presented the 2008 ‘Miller Medals’ onto Donald S. and Briita M. Ehlers, the first-time 
that a couple was honored with this esteemed recognition. Note: While a couple, each earned and was 
presented his and her respective ‘Miller Medal’ individually.

Liberty Numismatic Society The LNS’s February 18, 2009 meeting had Vice-President Bill 
Hurja “deliver an entertaining and instructive talk about ‘Error Coins’. Through his slides, members 
learned about many of the ways that the United States Mint employees and their equipment manage to 
create interesting mistakes, some of which have escaped from one of the Mints for us to collect and to 
enjoy.” The LNS’ March 18, 2009 meeting heard Jim Rosen, who serves the LNS as both a Director and 
its Medals Coordinator, speak on ‘Lincoln Cents’: he “entertained and educated member about the Cents . 

. Jim’s excellent presentation made liberal reference’to the book, ‘The’ Complete Guide To Lincoln 
Cents’, by LNS Fellow, David W. Lange. In addition to tracing the one hundred year history of the 
Lincoln Cent, Jim also exhibited the new Lincoln Commemorative Dollar, which has been sold-out by 
the United States Mint.” Most recently, Michael S. Turrini, combined a visit to the San Mateo coastline 
and the LNS, and graced the April 15, 2009 meeting with his presentation about ‘The Carnegie Medal’, 
the April 15" date being the actual anniversary date for the Carnegie Hero Fund Commission. He noted 
that the recent downturns and disruptions in our nation’s economy have also caused curtailments with the 
Hero Fund Commission, for the first time in its century of existence; no well-prepared Annual Report was 
done for 2008 and the monetary gift to heroes has been reduced. The Commission did provide, however, 
brochures and copies of the 2007 Annual Report for the presentation, and Michael shared and showed his 
Carnegie Medals, both the common bronze and rare silver issues.

Pacific Coast Numismatic Society Well, NCNAers, My Admonishment In the January 2009 
NCNA HEADS AND TALES Has Reached PCNS: It has resumed sending the necessary copy of its 
monthly untitled newsletter. Last March 25, 2009, Dr. Michael E. Wehner, PCNS Past President, gave a 
great presentation, ‘Tokens and Medals of the Wild West’: “starting with the Post Trader tokens of the 
Territorial Period, Michael illustrated his presentation with tokens that he has handled in the past. 
Moving on to the most popular type of Western Token, those with the word ‘saloon’ actually on the 
token, he provided an opportunity to tell the story about the ‘Old Ship Saloon’ in San Francisco, 
California. This Saloon, still operating at the corner of Battery and Pacific Streets, was originally housed 
in an abandoned Gold Ship sailing vessel. The current building sits on top of the vessel’s remains. 
Michael also showed Power Point images of tokens from Tombstone, Arizona, maybe the wildest town in 
the Wild West.” Wyatt Earp’s brother, Virgil Earp, was the actual United States Marshall in Tombstone. 
“Later, Virgil had a bar in Sawtelle, California, never the Yountville, California Veteran’s Home. He 
issued two tokens, now very rare, from his establishment. One of these tokens was ‘good for a ride’, 
probably from the Veteran’s Home to his saloon.”
